iseparately by a doctor, Those that wero 
passed produced their photographs which 
were initialed bythe doctor as, passed, 
Thoreafter. the ‘coclies. wera taken to 
the Registrar General's office, where: tho 
Moglish form of contract was translated to 
each of them in the-preaence of the 
Registrar General and ono. of his officors. 
The.mon wore asked indivi tually if they 
wished to go, and thone that expressed their

and thero signed tho contract in his pre:

Before that, tho covlie received an advance 
of from 35, to $10. when tho contract was 
signed. . Should the coolio uot.tura up'on 
board the stoamor, the contractor engaging 
him was held responsible for the advance.. 
‘As a-rule “40 % of those engaged and to 
“whom advances had been made did not 
turo up, It paid tho mon who prodaced 
tho coolies to incur tha liability of having 
to repay $10 for each defeutter, because for 
every coolie that started the firm paid a 
sum’ of ‘G40, including on advance : of 
$26 to cach. “coolie, The coolies ap- 
eared to him to be. exceedingly stupid 
to bo quite ready to hand ovor their 
Money to anybody who asked it, Beyond 
“that he had na kuowledge of the advance 
being actually taken from the coolies, Tho 
number on the photograph was conclusive 
evidince that any one so photographed had 
had everything fully explained to him, that 
he. was fully awaré where he was going to, 
and had had evory opportunity of refusing 
to go-if he chose, :
